BACKGROUND OF THE CAJfiE 

2 , On the basis of an application filed by the domestic producer in India, the Designated 
Autbori^ (herein after jrefen^ to as the Authority) tnilialed an antidumping investigation on 
13.9T996 and notified its final findings recommending definitive antidumping duty on 
import of Acrylic Fibre (hereiuafier refemed to as subject goods) originating in or exported 
from Thailand, USA and Korea RP, vide Notification No. 47/'ADD/IW, dated 14.10*1997. 
Subsequently mid-term review was undertaken vide Notification No. 21/1/99-DOAD, dated 
26,4.1999 and definitive auti dumping duty was recommended vide final findings 
Notifreation No, 31/1/99"DGAD, dated 19.4J2000. Sunset review of the anti dumping duty 
was initiated vide Notification No, 26/1/2001-DGAD, dated 07*8.2001 and the final findings 
were issued vide Notification No* 26/1/2001-DGAD, dated 06.8.2002. Definitive 
aintidumping duty was re-imposed on the subject goods vide Customs Notification No. 
106^002-Customs, dated 09*10.2002. Authority initiated midterm review on 06.07,2006 and 
definitive anti-dumping was recommiended vide final finding Notification No* 15/13^006 
daled03.10*2007* ' 

3* Forum of Acrylic Fibres Manufacturers, New Delhi thmugh the participating 
oompatiies, viz., M/s. Indian Acrylics Ltd and M/$* Vardhman Acrylics Ltd-, filed a petition 
under Section 9A{5) of the Customs Tariff Act, 1975, as amended in 1995 read with Rule 23 
of the Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and Collection of Anti Dumping Duty on 
Dumped Articles and for Detemiination of Injury) Rules, 1995 requesting sunset review of 
anti dumping duties earlier imposed on imptrts of Acr^ic Ftbre from Thailand, Korea and 
USA, In its application, the applicant substantiated the need for a review of the anti dumping 
duty imposed on the subject goods originating in or exported from Thailand and Korea RP. 
The petitioner claimed with prima focie evidence that cessation of anti dumping duty 
imposed on subject goods from these countries is likely to lead to continuation or recurrence 
of dumping and injury and have requicsted for continuation and enhancement of the anti 
dumping duty imposed on sutgect goods from subject countries for a further period of five 
years.

PROCEDURE 

5. The pfooedute described bdow has been foUowed with regiod to this iitv^gatiom 

i) 'Afier initiatian of the review investigation, die Authority notified the domestic 
industry, all blown eiiqKirteEs/produGcis in the subject countries and known 
importets, calling for questioimaiie responses and neoessmy information in 
1 ocotdance with Rule 6(4); 

ii) Tbe Embassy of the subject countries in New Delhi was infbnned about tbe 
mhiation of the investigation, in accoidanoe with Rule 6(2), wiib a request to 
advise the exporteis^nodiicers in their respective countries to leapond to the 
questionnaire widun the prescribed time. 

iii) The Authority sent questionnaires, to elicit relevant information, to the foUowiQg 
known expcfters fioin Thailand and Korea RP. 

iv) Only one of the eaqiortors horn Thailand, M/s. Thai Aciylic Fibre, responded to 
the questionnaire m response to the above tiotificatidiL 

iii) The period of jnvcstigstiun for the purpose of die present review is April ^ 
2006 to 3March 2007 (12 months)^ However, injury analysis covered the 
years 2003-2004,2004-2005,2005-2006 and A|nil 2006-Mamh^to7.

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viii) The Aiilfaorily made available nan-confdentid version of the evidence 
presented by various interested parties in the form of a public file kept open for 
inspection by the intereisted parties; 

ix) Ilie Authority verified the information furnished by the domestic industry to the 
extent possible to examine the injury suffered and to work cut optimum cost of 
production and cost to make and sell the subject goods in India on the basis of 
Generally Accosted Accounting Ehinciples (GAAP) and the infoimalion 
furnished by the applicants so as to ascertain if Anti’Dumping duty lower than 
the dumping tpaigin would be sufficient to remove injury to Domestic Industry; 

x) The Authority also verified the data of the cooperating exporter, to determine the 
normal value and dumping margin as per the Rules! 

xi) The Authority held a public hearing on 25^ March 2008 to hear the interested 
parties orally, which was attended by representatives of domestic industry, 
exporter of the subject goods from Hiaitand and other interested parties. The 
parties attending the public hearing were requested to file written sutaisstons of 
views e^qiressed orally. The written submissions received from interested parties 
have been considered and incorporated in the findings to the extent they are 
relevant and substantiated with evidence.

PROnUCT UNDER COWSIDERATTON AND ^UKE ARTICLE^ 

6. The product involved in the original investigation and this sunset review is Acrylic 
Fibre. Acrylic Fibre is a long chain of synthetic polymer composed of at least 90% by weight 
of Acrylonitrile, which is a major raw material for production of acrylic fibre. It is broadly 
described in tonns of colour, length and denier of the fibre. It is used for the purpose of 
manu&oturing apparels, household items and it has a great industrial use etc. It is classified 
under Chapter 55 of the Customs Tariff Act* 1975. If is further classified under the heading 
550330 of schedule-! of Custom Tariff Act and 55033000 as per Indian Trade Classification. 
The classification is, however, indicative only and is in no way binding on the scope of the 
present mvestigatioiL 

Views of Interested Parties 

Views of M/s Thai AcrvHc Fibre Company Ltd. Thailand 

7. It has been argued by TAP that product under consideration remained all along as 
Acrylic Fibre, i.e., acrylic staple fibre. Acrylic Tow Fibre and Acrylic Top Fibre are beyond 
the scope of the product under consideration on the basis of different customs classification 
and diffierence in sdUng price. Fuithci, there is no wanaivt to ameivd the product Isv a review 
as the Authority in a most recent review held that Acrylic Top is beyond the scope of product 
ufkdet considemtion. Etomestic industry is seeking enhancement in the scope of product under 
consideiation.

8. On Hk odi^ hand domestic industry cUumod that acrylic fibre implies A^lic Staple 
Fibre, Acrylic Tow Fibre and AcryUc Top Fibre. Further, Acrylic Fibre does not mean 
Acrylic Simile Fibre alone, There is no warrant to amerzd product in a review. This^ 
however* applies to tlie previous as well as preset review. There no warrant to restrict 
the product in Ihe previously concluded mid term investigations. Domestic industry requested 
the Audiodty to check the records of the previous investigetions, claiming that acrylic top 
WBB wroqgly excluded from Ihe previous mid lerm review and in a wholly unwarranted 
marine wiil^ut any requests / sutHsussjons by any party and without having regard to various 
issues involved therein. It is furth^ claimed that Acrylic Fibre is piooessed hirther to obtain 
acrylic tops. The additional / incremental processing cost isi hardly 3-5% of the total cost of 
production* Thus the same does not imply dislike product.

9. Authotity examined these cantentions in details. The Authority bolds that the present 
investigation is a sunset review investigation and therefore the scope of the product under 
consideiation should not be altered in review investigation* The Authoriiy ^u^kt holds that 
the scope of the present product under consideraticn is the same as was the scope of the 
product under oonsideiatioii in the sunset review investigations notified vide Notification No* 
26/1/2001-DGAD dated D6.S.2002 and consequent Customs NodficatiDii No. I0d/Z00i2- 
Customs, dated 09* 10.200(2.

Views Of the Interested Fartteafhal Acrvlk Fibre Coropflitv Ltd* Th.ttoud 

11. It has been argued that constituent of domestic industiy have imported the sul^ect 
goods during POI either directly or through their affiliated companies. It has been alle^ that 
domestic industiy had made a Msc declaration in their application for sunset revi^ that 
neitiicr themselves nor their related parties had imported Uk product ccnoeined into India. 
However* Indian Acrylic Ltd itself had 1668 MT (335 MX during POi and 1323 MT post 
POI) of tuoducl concerned from Thai Acrylic Fibre Co Ltd Similarly, two of the related 
enti^ of Vardhman Acrylic Ltd had imported 259 MT (52 MT during: POI and 207 MT 
posUPOl) &om Thai Acrylio Fibre Co Ltd. 

12. In addition, it has been alle^ that Indian Acrylics Ltd had also imported 743 MT 
ftom Monte^fbtie Spain during POI ^ MT fim Montefibre Spain and Formosa* 
Taiwan post POL Thus* two domestic producers had imported significant quantities and they 
had made fhlse declaialion that they did not import the product concenied and therefore 
should not be considered as domesttc industry* Rule 5 have not been followed by the 
Designated Aulbarity vdiile initiating the case* 
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Domestic industry 

13. Domestic industry on the other hand has submitted that Indian Acrylics and 
Vaidhman Acrylics have imported the subject goods under advance license. Further, in case 
of lAL, the material was customs cleared after the investigation period. Rule 5 is iK>t 
applicable in case of sunset review. The doiuestic industry has also pointed out the lack of 
any application proforma for sunset reviews* even when there is prescribed profonna for mid 
term review. The perusal of the same would reveal that the questions relatbg to impon or 
export by companies is wholly irrelevant. It was further claimed that an application for sunset 
review need not be made by domestic industry. Any interested party can make an application. 

In fact* application can be on behalf of the domestic industry. 

F.yamina tioii bv the Pesbnated Authority 

14. The Authority on verification found that Indian Acrylics and Vardhman Acrylics have 
imported the subject goods under duty exemption scheme. There is no import by Indian 
Acrylics during the period of investigation and in any case* the imports are against an 
advance license in which case the imported inputs are not meant for domestic consumption 
but for export purposes. Authority notes that it is a consistent practice with the Authority not 
to take into account imports by domestic producers under Advance License for the 
detennination of domestic industry. Further these import volumes constituted, a very 
insignificant proportion ^^dienxompaied with their own production, Indian production aixl 
demand in the Country. Authority therefore holds that production of the petitioner companies 
constitutes a major proportion in Indian production. Domestic producers expressly supporting 
the application accounted for more than 50 percent of the production of the like product 
produced by the domestic industry. The application has been made by or on behalf of the 
domestic itvlustry. 

15. The Authority further holds that standing is not required to be established in a sunset 
review. 

16. Subsequent to mitiation* Pasupati Aery Ion tiled its costing and injury information. 
This was filed during the course of the investigations. The Authority holds that Vardhman 
Acrylon, Pasupati Acrylon and Indian Acrylics constitute domestic industry within the 
meaning of the Anti Dumping Rules, 

DUMPING DETERMINATION 

MVs Thai Aervlie Fibre CunaDanv Ltd, Thailaitd tTAFl 

17. Only one exporter/manufacturer* M/s Thai Acrylic Fibre Company Ltd. (TAF) has 
filed its qucstiotinaire response. The information submitted by the exporter was also verified 
by the Authority as per the procedure prescribed and the dumping margin has been 
determined a$ follows.

IB. TAF filed a detailed questionnaire response containing details of domestic as well as 
exports sales of (he subject goods manufactured and sold by them. Authority found that the 
operations of the Company are essentially export oriented as verification of the records reveals* 
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Hiat SO^H of their pioductipii is exported to fdl over the world vAxstas only 20% b sold in the 
domestic market Foi computatioii of Nofmal Value^ domestic sales of the subject goods wne 
considered besed on the verified data. The element wise cost of production was also verified 
and reoondledfiDm die books of account maiiUained by the company. An analysis of the profit 
and loss account of the oonqmiiy sitows that the company has ma^ an ovemllpofit cm the sale 
of subject goods dutipg the peiiod of investigation. The claims of the company mth regard to 
cost of pioductian were also verified and the cost of production of the company detennined 
based on ibe information filed by the company and venfied by the Authority. Based on the cost 
of production so detennined, it was found that loss maktng domestic transactions were less than 
20% of their total sales m the domestic market. It was further ^en that sales to related 
ciistomecs in the dmnestic matket were at arm's length with a reasonable profit maigjn on such 
sales and therefore all domestic sales were taken into account for computation of Normal 
Value. Normal Value at ex-factory level as worked out by the Aulhori^ taking into 
consideiaticn all the above foctors is as follows^

19. During the Period of Investigatioiu Thai Acrylic had exported ***MT Acrylic Fibre 
to India. The invoice-wise details of exports to India during the period of inv^tigation were 
considered based on verified data. Price adjustments were considered in appendix>2 itself in 
respect of each sale transaction as detailed in the revised appendix 2 submitted during 
veiifipatioa Details regardiiig their claim of adjustments were verified during the course of 
verification from the records maintained by the company. The verified adjvoshnents on per 
unit basis include export incentives of US$ ***, Inland Freight U$$ ***» Credit Cost 
(Interest) US$ Overseas Freight USS Overseas Insurance US$ ***Shipping 
Cbargea US$ Clearance and Handling Charges US$ and bank Charges USS ***. 
After allowing these ^justments the export price at ex-foctory level as worked out by the 
Authority is US $ ♦**pef MT. 

IdlicHhnftd of coaitinDatipn or recurrence of dutanliig from T haihitd 
Views of the Domestic Indnalrv 

20. Thai Acrylic has been dumping acrylic fibre in the Indian Market at ibices as low as 
Rs 58 per CIF as against Ihe international prices of Rs 110 per kg. It has been represented 
that the statistics available at Indian Custom' BDI port as published by one of the leading 
research agency contribute to this view point It has further been pleaded that Thai Acrylic 
has increased foe dumping of acrylic fibre to Indian Market by diverting the subject goods 
from the Chinese market It has been pleaded that, whereas, the Jan-May 2005 thru 2008 
figures to China PR indicate foe volume at 5822, 11S68, 8398 and 2230 respectively in 
2005, 2006, 2007 and 2008 respectively, foe quantity during the corresponding pOTod to 
India has been 1322,721,2137 and 5282 Ml respecti^’cly. 
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21. The domestic industiy 1:^ further represented that exports of acrylic fibre fiom 
Thailand to China have significantly declined with siting up of additional c^Tocities in 
China. It is further been pleaded that the price at which Thai Acrylic Fibre is exporting the 
product to China is materially below the price at which they are exporting the same in the 
global market and therefcne they are looking for market to get volumes in better prices than 
what they are getting in Chinese market Relying upon United Nations commodiQ^ trade 
statistics data base» the DI has pleaded that Thai'expoirts to China has decreased from 20676 
MT in the year 2006 to 15793 MT during the year 2007 and in the year 2O0E, the volume has 
further fallen by 45%. Summiiig up their arguments, it has been pleaded that - 

(]) Global exports of acrylic fibte from Thailand have consistently increased except in the 
year 2007 when the same declined because of decline in Chinese exports. 

(ii) The volume of export from Thailand to China increased from about 605 MT in the 
year 2002 to over 20000 MT in 2006 but has declined in 2007 with a fiiriher decline 
in 2008. 

(ill) Exports to China are not viable for any exporter as the realization from Chinese 
market is much lower. 

(iv) Because of the enhanced capacity and reduced demand from China, Thai acrylic fibre 
is faced significant freely disposable capacity. 

Views of Thai Acrylic Fibre Company Ltd. 

22. Export prices to India were higher than the domestic selling prices by I % in 2005 and 
2% in 2006. But domestic selling prices were higher than export prices to India during FOR 
by 2%. Export prices to India were higher than the export prices to other countries by 5% 
during 2005 and 2006. However, export prices to other countries increased significantly 
during FOR and the gap between the export prices to India and other countries narrowed 
downto amere 1%. 

23. The average export prices to India increased from 100 in 2005 to 103 in 2006 and fell 
backto 100 during FOR. Average export price to other countries increased from 100in2005 
to 103 in 2006 and to 104 during FOR. Average domestic sale prices in Thailand increased 
fiom 100 in 2005 to 102 in 2006 and further to 104 during FOR. Thus, while average export 
prices to other counties as well as average domestic selling prices in Thailand showed an 
increasing trend throughout the injury analysis period, average export prices to India showed 
an increase in 2006 and a £^1 during FOR. 

24. It has further been pleaded that they have a strong presence in other countries and 
there is no likelihood of shifting supplies from those markets into India if the antidumping 
duty were terminated as there is no significant difference between export price to India and to 
other countries, though some increase in the quantities exported to India cannot be ruled out. 
Further, domestic selling prices are higher and the exporter has focused more on the domestic 
market during FOR and is more likely to continue the focus on domestic market and other 
country markets. In view of the same, it is observed that volume of imports from Thailand is 
not likely to be significant if the existing antidumping duty were revoked. In view of the feet 
that there was no price undercutting and the export prices to India as well as other countries 
were within a narrow range, and the domestic selling prices in Thailand were higher than 
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Gspoii i^ice to India, the cxjKiiler is unlikely to reduce the export prices to India if die duly 
revoked.

Indonesia, Iran, South Korea, USA, Hong Kong and Vietnam. This is an induectadnibMan 
of effoedveness of antldumplog measures in force in India but £ 3 ^ whicli these ^surplus- 
quantities would have found thetr way into Indian markets at dumped prices. 

29A, yet another foct which has come to foe notice of the Authority is the reduedcri to foe 
duties on Acrylk FUae flom 10% to 1% in Thailand, as ispoited by the Departmdrt of 
Foreign Trade, 'niailand, thereby directly contributing to reduction of domestic sales prices ta 
Thailand. The cl aim of the exporter of h^ing iucteaaed selling price to India riioutd thenfotoi 
have resulted in no dumping to Irufia. The position has however been found to beccntiaiy to 
this as, as per the own admission of TAF, they have been selliiig subject goods 16 todia M 
dumpedprices. 
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30. Authority therefore ctMwludes thal, there is some meiit in the argument that priocs are 
going to fall further and dumping U going to continue and intensify in caj$e of either 
witb^wal or even reductioii of ADD. 

31. The authority bolds that the submissions made by domestic industry that supplies to 
China post POl have considerably reduced in terms of volume are more or less corroborated 
by in&nnation available on the world trade atlas as also information provided by the 
responding exporter and verified during spot visit. The Authority therefore concludes that 
though the claim of Domestic Industry that Thai Acrylic Fibre exports to India arc being done 
at aprice of Rs, 58 perK.O]s not substantiated, the trend as per WTA as also as per vedfi^ 
data indicates that, hi ail likelihood, with the surplus capacities available with Thai exporteis 
and reduced sijqiply to Giinese market, the product under consideration, may get diverted to 
India 


32. The Authority also concludes that a reason for the subject goods continuing to come 
to India at dumped prices could perhaps be for the reason that the same are imported into 
India against Advance Ltoeose, in which no antidumping duty is levied. However this aspect 
could not be verified by the Authority, because none of die importers of the subject goods 
cooperated and filed a questionnaire response to the initiation of the review. In their 
commeats to the disclosure statement the responding exporter has confirmed this position. 
This clearly indicates that they have not been able to penetrate Indian markets because of 
effectiveness of the ADD measure in force. In a scenario where dumping has continued in 
S|ate of ADD in place, and in a scenario where there is recession in not one but two of their 
main madeets, viz. China and Malaysia, the actual dumping margin U only of academic 
importance to decide likelihood situation after revocation of ADD. Their admission that most 
of their exports have primarily been against advance license is deterrent to the that when 
exports are made in nrsmal course with duty to be paid by the importer in India, he will seek 
a lower export price thus resulting in a direct increase in the likely dumping margin. 

32A. Authority notes that as per information available in the world trade atlas the export 
prices of Thai origin PUC to Qiina were US S 1.75 per kg, US S 1.77 per kg and US $ 1,95 
per kg for the periods 2004-05, 2005*06 and 2006-07(POl) respectivdy. During the same 
period export price to India stood at 'US $ 1.69 p^k^US £ 1.83 per kg and US $ 2.08 per kg 
respectively. Thus, the prices to various destinations in international market cannot be 
treated as stable. Analysing the price effect authority further notes that during the injury 
period thiough to FOI prices at 'udiich subject goods were exported to India were hi^er 
than the prices at which the PUC was exported to China, clearly indicating that they are 
capable of selling goods to India at the prices they have been exporting to China, thus likely 
to increase dum^g margins in the event of reduction of antidumping duty. Further as per 
their own submissions prices to Philippines, Nepal, Hong Kong and Pakistan are lowers than 
the prices to India during POl, thus confirming the apprehension of the autbi^ty that low 
pric^ PUC can be diverted to India in the event of reduction in the current level of anti¬ 
dumping.

37. The Authority has taken into account transaction wise data from DGCl&S with regard 
to impofls fiom Korea RP.

The Authority al^'pbnised the 
details of exports of subject goods to India fiom Korea RP as per information available in 
Werid 'Trade Adas.

38, It has been pleaded that Korean exports of subject goods to China have declined 
significantly over a period of time* Relying on United Nations commodity trade statistics 
dcAa base it has been pleaded that the Korean Exports of subject goods to China which stood 
at 16808 MT during 2005 has come down to 958 MT and 10259 MT during 2006 and 2007 
respectively* It has further been pleaded that Iheir global exports which stood at 21556 MT 
during the year 2005 has come down to 15956 MT and 16646 MT in the year 2006 and 2007 
respectively,

39* Authority after taking note of the submissions of the domestic industry and afrer 
perusing the ds^ in worid trade atlas concludes that Korean exports of subject goods to 
China PR stood at 20177 MT which has come down to 15135 MT and 9408 MT during 2005- 
06 and 2006-07 respectively, though the same has margjnaJiy increased to 11575 MT during 
2007-08* The Authority also concludes that the prices of Korean origin acrylic fibre to China 
have gone np from US $ t.28 per kg in the year 2005-06 to US S 1*91 per kg during 2006^7 
but has declined to US $ 1*76 per kg during 2007-08, thus leaving a scope for the Korean 
exporters to divert the produce to Indian market to realize a higher realization, though still at 
dumped prices, in the event of either withdrawal or reduction of the anti-dumping duty from 
the present level 

40. Authority therefore concludes that ADD duty in place as on date has been effective 
and in case of reduction of the same, dumped imports f^m Korea will find their way into 
India,

43. Tbe doused iitdustiy, in its submissiQ^ has inter aWs argued as follows 

I. The imports fym subject counties increased in absolute terms. Furlhef; as held by 
the Desigiiated Auth^ty in the disclosure statement issued [ecentiy, potential 
increase in im^Mit volumes is for more, gjvcn that the foreign pcoducere have 
enhanced capacities. 

II . SeUing [uioc in the domestic marit^ are directly linked to import prices. The 
domestic industry has to rc^nd to lowest import pdoc ftoim various sources. 
Revocation of anti dumping duty shall iir^ly prices of acrylic fibre from these 
countries declining in the market. Consequently, die domestic industry would be 
foreed to reduce the selling prices. 

iii. Any decline in selling price would have its adverse impact on profitability, return 
on investment and cash profit situation of the domestic industry. 

tv. Two other companies - l^L and Consolidated Fibre have been forced to suspend 
their operations relating to acrylic fibre in view of persistent dumpmg of the 
product in foe Country. IPCL was suffering negative value addition in acrylic fibre. 
Considering Ihe prices of captively produced aeiylonitrile, the company was rather 
foced wifo negative value addition. Further, Consolidated Fibre was producing 
only acrylic fibre and has been forced to suspend their pioductioiL Injury to these 
two companies was due to persistent dumping of tbe.product in the Coimtry- 

V. The domestic industry has suffered injury from persistent dumping of the product 
in the Cornitry. A number of these sources ^ either attracting anti dumping duties 
or duties have been recently revoked. Thus, foe injury to foe domestic industry in 
this sunset review investigation is required to be seen in the light of existing 
duties. 

vi. Tlfot the demand for acrylic fibre in India declined. However, while the acrylic 
fibre capacity in the world is for beyond the demand. Producers in subject counties 
haeve bren expanding ciq)acifLea without proportionare increase in their doniestic 
demand, obviously considering export markets. Such capacity expansions are ^ 
naturally at the peril of other producers. 
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vii. The impels are still continuing at dumping prices and extent of dumped imports 
has remaiiiffd at significant levels in the present investigations* The circumstances, 
^ich Tvete prevalent at the time of original investigations, are very much in 
existence even till dale. There has been no change in the circumstances, which 
only reflects that the dumping would recur at higher levels, 

viii. The capacity created by producer in Thailand is significantly higher than demand 
in their local mariret Huge volume of exports being made by the petitipner to^third 
country market makes it evident that the volume of imports would increase 
significantly in the event of revocation of ADD. Further it is the understanding of 
the domestic industry that petitioner is also expanding their capacity. 

ix. That the exports of the exporter to third countries are at significantly dumped 
prices* 

X* Production, capacity utilization* productivity, profits, return on investment, cash 
profits increased upto 2004-05 and declined in 2005-06, Even though there was 
some improvement once again in 2006-07, the levels achieved were below even the 
base year, leave aside natural improvements beyond those levels* 

xi. *That it is evident that the domestic industry is facing continuous dumping of 
subject goods fh>m the subject countries and other countries. However* there is no 
reason or justification to bdieve that revocation of the duty would not lead to 
increased or comim»d dumping at large scale with consequent injury to the 
domestic industry, 

xii. The imports from subject countries increased in absolute terms, resulting in 
increase in market share of imports. 

xiii. The profitability started declining when the dumped import prices led to a situation 
of price undercutting and price underselling*

ii. Tlie acrylic yam ^ikmets m India prefer acrylic f%res ^oduced through Jeqian 
Exfen^Technotogy being superior qualities instead of Dry process produced Acrylic 
fibre thus after closure of CFCL there is insufficient capacity in India 

iiL ADD has be» maintained depute lower dumping margin qf TAF 

iv. VAL cannot meetlbe demand of exian type of fibre 

V. Feed stoc^ price had gone up resulting in some increase in the price of acrylic 
fibre by die doinestic industry 

vi. Foreign pnoducers are exporting the fibres to various countries in the world at 
smular prices 

vii. Even vriien anti dumping dudes has been in place on imports from Thailand for 
over^ 10 years, two plants already closed^ indicating other cause of iiyury. 
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viii. That antidunipiiig duty has been imposed on almost all countries manu&cturing 
acrylic fibm on the pretext of the FAFM- In the previous investigation the 
domestic industry claimed injury on cumulative basis for imports of acrylic fibre. 
But the scenario has changed and existence of injury to the domestic injury has 
almost sehed due to closure of several manu^u^toring units of acrylic fibre and 
fall in imports. 

ix. That the Acrylic Fibre Manufactures have enjoyed monopoly under the efiect of 
antidumping duty and there seems no recurrence of dumping that would lead to 
material injury to the domestic indusby or likelihood of such injury. 

Ludhiana Spinners Association and Knitwear Club tRecd,! 

46. They have sought withdrawal of ADD on the premise that: 

i. Indian production has come down in 2006-07 imm 2004-05 level considerably 
and is not insufficient to meet the domestic demand. 

ii. Yam spinners in India prefer AF produced thru Japan Exlan Technology 
because of its inherent strength, better yam quality, good colour uptake, and 
compactness in final garment. At present only Vardhman Acrylic ltd. uses this 
technology but they consume most of their production captively atid thus 
forcing the user industry to rely on imports. 

iii. High prices of the product under consideration has resulted into suhstinitian 
by polyester and other fibres. 

iv. Demand exceeding supply, domestic producers are free to sell at best prices. 

vi. Domestic producers who get protection by way od ADD export their product 
world over at similar prices at which imports come to India without any ADD 
being imposed by such importing countries against Indian Imports. 

vii. The duty is already in place for more than 10 years and in spite of the same, 
major producers like CFCL and IPCL has closed down thus indicating 
uncompetetivene&s of Indian Producers. 

viii. Even the producers have been importing the product under consideration from 
time to time. 

ix. The present dumping duty is being maintained at about a dumping margin of 
12% as against a dumping margin of 2.53% assessed in the last Mid Term 
Review. 

Examination bv the Authority 

47. The Authority has considered various arguments put forth by various interested 
parties in their submissions and issue of continuation of injury to the domestic industry has 
been examined in the light of these arguments made before the Authority. The Authority 
concludes that the current dumping margins from the subject countries are above de mirtimis 
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level, Hm Audkori^ therefore proceeds to exemine the current it^iuy, if any, to the domestic 
indu^ before piooeediiig to examine the likelihood aspects of dumping and injiny on 
account of imports foom the suiyect conntties.

53. The domestic industry has argued that the DGCJ&S data does not reflect the complete 
import data and the import volume is higher than (hat has been reported in the DGCI&S data. 
Since the import volumes shown in the final findings of MTR -Tl had already been verified 
by the Authority, the Authority proposes to adopt ihe same for the years 2003-04, 2004-05 
and 2005*06 and for POl as per DGCT&S data source. As far as POl Is concerned, the 
Authority perused World Trade Atlas Data to draw a comparison between exports volume of 
subject goods to India compared to the volumes to world over by Thai manufacturers and 
found that as per WTA, total exports of Acrylic Fibre to India from Thailand was 1857 MT as 
against 4389 MT reflected by Thai Acrylic alone in their response and subsequently verified 
by the Authority* On the contrary the data source DGCI&S reflects the import volume from 
Thailand a$ a whole at 2697 MT* Further as per WTA Thailand exported 50537 MT of 
subject goods to all over the world during the c^endar year 2007 where as during the same 
period exports to India as per WTA stood at 2730 MT. Therefore the E>ata sources iXfCI&S 
and WTA cannot be relied upon for volume analysis as they have captured inoompleto data* 
The Authority thwefore has adopted volume of imports as shown by the cooperating exporter 
from Thailand for the POI for the purposes of volume analysis. Accordingly the import 
volumes for the injury period were as under:

59. Based upon above data, the Authority concludes that there is about 16% growth in 
capacity and 7% growth in production of the domestic industry. Capacity utilization of the 
domestic industry during POI compered to base year 2003-04 has increased by around 7% 
which is less by around 9% when it comes to increase in the overall capacity during the same 
period. While capacity and production of pae domestic industry increased, the increase in 
production was less than increase in capacity, Resuitantly it can be construed that the 
capacity utilization decliiMi- Even though the capacity utilization increased in 2006*07, the 
same was lower than levels already achieved during 2004-05. The Authority also notes that 
the consumer association of the product complained about insufficient capacities in the 
Country. However, the verified data shows that the domestic industry could have produced 
and sold more although there appears to be a slight / marginal gap between demand and 
production of the domestic industry.

67. The price suppression effects of the dumped imports have also been examined with 
reference to the cost of production, net sales realization and the landed values from the 
subject countries. The above data shows that the cost of production of the subject goods have 
significantly increased compared to the base year as well as the previous year whereas the 
landed value of imports from subject countries has not increased commensurate to this 
increase in the cost of production.

75, The interested parties have argued ihat other factors such as inter fibre competition at 
the spinning industiy level and low demand for acrylic fibre in India during the POh decline 
in export performance has aifoeted the prices of the subject goods manufactured and sold by 
the domestic industiy. The Authority has examined the change in cost struetuie if any« 
competition in the domestic industry and prices of competing substitutes for analyzing t^ 
foctors other U^ui dumped inqports that be aflectmg the prices in the domestic market. 
Authority bolds that A^Iic fihK is aa economical substitute for wool and has several 
appUcalions in a|)parelf bouschdd and industrial areas and continues to remam ^ because the 
price of the substitute f»oduct i,e, wool remains high^ However, domestic demand has 
declined by about during the POL The Authority also holds that the participating 
preduc^ of the suliyect goods accouiU for about S5% of total domestic demand. The 
Authority further notes that two other producers of the subject goods have already suspended 
production, though out side the period of investigation.

84. The interested partieE have argued that the exports by thc domestic industry are at low 
prices, which might have caused injury to them. The Authority however holds that the 
volume of exports is less than S% of their total sales and the price difference is also not very 
significant to contribute substantially to the ii^ury of the domestic industry. Moreover, injury 
to the domestic industry has been assessed on basis of their domestic peTfbrmenoe only 
and injury, if any, cauaed. due to their export performance has not been attributed to the 
dumped imports. 


Productivity of Ihc Pomeatic Industry 

85. Productivity of the domestic industry in terms of labour output and daily output has 
shown improvement Therefore, the Authority holds that productivity is not a ^tor, which 
can be attributed to the injury of the domestic industry. In fact domestic industry has tried to 
reduce its losses in its domestic operation through improvement in productivity. 

Magnitude of In j ury and inlurv margin 

86, The non-injurious price of the subject goods^ determined by the Autboriiy for the 
domestic industry taking into account the cost dala of the domestic industiy, has been 
compared Avith the landed value of imports from the subject countries for determination of the 
iiyury margin, which works out as follows:

iL It has been argued that before augmentatioa of ca{)actty, exports constituted 
61% of their total sales. It increased to 72% attar augmentation of capacity in 2006. 
It lemaliied at the same level during PQEL It was observed that exports to other 
countries had always been significant to the exporter and would continue to be a 
major thrust area. Bxports to India were 33% of their total sales in 2005. It came 
down to 22% during 2006 and further to 4% in FOR indicating that the company was 
not ibcusing on the exports to India. Furth^, loss in their share of sales to India was 
compensated by an increase in domestic sale within Thailand. Their domestic sales in 
Thailand constituted only 4% during 2005 and 3% during 2006 hot it increased to 
20% of their total sales during POlt

iy. The domestic selling prices in India were lower than the landed values of the 
exports and price undercutting was negative throughout the injury analysis 
period. 

V. Further it has also been pleaded that domestic industry has recorded 
significant positive improvements in production, sales, selling prices and 
profits. There was no price undercutting by the imports fiom subject countries. 
The performance of the domestic iodustry under various injury parameters had 
been positive and robust. Their ability to raise capital or investments is 
positive as they have increased their capacity during POR from 85000 MT to 
90000 MT.

89 The information potovided by TAF and on the spot investigations conducted at their 
premises has been examined in detail in the section relating to dumping margin. The 
Authori^ has relied upon the same infomiaticn for likelihood of injury determination also.

90. Hkvinig leg^rd 10 the contentioiis raised, inf^innsAion piovided and subnusaioiis made 
by the parties at various stages of investigation including Submisskma made as 

oomments to Uio disclosure statem^ and iacts available before the Authority forou^ the 
sulHiiissioir of thterested parties or otherwise as tecorded in foe above £ndu^ and on the 
basis of the abOive analysis of the state of current and likdy dumping and injury and 
likelihood of oondnuation tv recuritnce of dumpmg and iiqury, foe Authority conctodes foot: 


i) The sutyect goods are entering foe Indian market at dumped prices and 
dumping margins of foe subject goods imported from Ibuland nad RP are 
substantial and above de-mmimis. 


ii) Tbe subject goods are likely to enter the Indian maricet at dumped prices and 
the Ukedy dumping margins in reflect of imports foom Thailand and Korea RF is 
substantial ami alxive de-minimiB. 

iii) Die subject goods are likely to enter Indian market at dumped prices^ shotuJ 
foe pmsent measures be withdravm. 

il) , Even though the domestic industry has impioved its performance during the 
POl, the situation of domeslic uxtastry contmiies to be foigUe and duntped imports 
foom subject countries cootiauc to cause a substantial iiyuiy to dte domestic industiy. 
Further, should tbe presem anti dhmping duties be revok^ ii^ury to foe dome^ 
industry is likely to eonrinne and inteiisi&.*

concemed, Therefofe, the Authorily considers it necessary and tecommeiids Continuation of 
anti dunqfoig duty on imports of subject goods fiom Thailaiid and Korea RP at the rates 
notified vide final fiiiHings Notification No. 26/l/200t-DGAD, dated 06,8,2002 and 
subsequently notified by the Central Oovemment vme custom^ notification no. 106/2002
